Fire of unknown origin that 
started in the Mona Lisa Restau- 
rant in the Westlake Shopping Ar- 
cade, West Seveith and Coronado 
streets, yesterday morning spréad 
to more than half a dozen bulld- 
ings in the arcade, and caused an 
estimated damage to the building 
and the stock of the stores of more 
than $75,000.

It ie the position of the bankers 
that these vines should be pulled 
up and other crops that will bring 

equate returns planted in their 
stead, and is attitude le 
taken by ent Frank D. Brad- 
ford of the Fresno County Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and was 80 ex- 
pressed by him at a public mieet- 
ing at Caruthers, which led Dahle 
to reveal the plans of the bankers.
